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EDITORIAL. 


Read Good Literature. 


Since the last examination 
books for the parallel reading 
have been issued to the various 
English classes. Some have been 
heard to remark that their books 
are so ‘‘dry’’ and uninteresting 
anditis partly for this reason 
that the books have been as- 
signed. 


In writing their books authors 
do not always consider the 
amount of pleasure to be obtained 
from their works but they often 
do consider the amount of good 
that may result from their being 
read. So we, in our reading, 
should be willing to sacrifice 
pleasure for knowledge and the 
cultivation of a taste for good 
literature. 

Then, too, in criticising a book 
we should consider not only the 
manner in which it has been 
read but we should also try to 
understand what motive prompt- 
ed the author to write as he did. 

In his essay ‘“‘On Studies’’ 
Bacon has very aptly said that 
‘some books are to be tasted, 
others to be swallowed, and some 
few to be chewed and digested; 
that is, some books are to be 
read only in parts; others to be 
read, but not curiously; and some 
few to be read wholly with dili- 
gence and _ attention.’’ From 
this it might seem that the au- 
thor divided literature into three 
classes. In the present day 
there is much written that is 
hardly fit even for the first of 
the classes he mentions and it is 
this that we should avoid. With 
all the good reading that can be 
had with so little difficulty no 
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one should be willing to waste 
time and thought on literature 
that is cheap—cheap in thought, 
cheap in diction, and cheap in 
price. 

In all its various forms, English 
literature is so varied that none 
can complain of there being no- 
thing which interests him. In 
prose and poetry, fiction and his- 
tory, humor and philosophy, and 
the various kinds of books there 
are incomparable riches which 
should be enjoyed by all.
